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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

Cleveland.  Ohio,  January  30,  1905. 

The  History  of  Lakeside  Hospital  during  the  past  year  is  so  fully  set 
forth  hi  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Ranney,  of  the  Principal  of 
the  Training  School.  Miss  Ellis,  and  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Trustees  and 
Executive  Committee  meetings,  which  have  been  read  for  your  information 
at  this  meeting,  that  there  is  really  nothing  for  the  President  to  add  to  the 
record. 

The  year  has  been  uneventful,  but  very  successful.  There  has  been  a 
smaller  number  of  patients  at  the  Hospital  this  year  than  last,  owing,  un- 
doubtedly, to  the  unusual  healthfulness  of  the  city. 

Regular  joint  monthly  meetings  of  the  Visiting  Staff  of  the  Hospital, 
with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Trustees,  have  been  held,  and  regular 
monthly  meetings  of  the  Trustees  were  again  resumed  the  first  of  December 
last  and  will  be  continued,  although  it  is  but  seldom  that  a  quorum  of  the 
Trustees  are  in  the  city  at  the  same  time  and  can  be  gathered  together. 

The  opening  of  our  competitive  examinations  for  House  Staff  positions, 
to  fourth  year  students  of  Johns  Hopkins  Medical  College  and  the  Medical 
Department  of  Ann  Arbor  University  of  Michigan,  in  addition  to  the 
students  from  our  own  Medical  Department  of  Western  Reserve  University, 
as  shown  by  the  Minutes  of  our  last  Trustees'  meeting,  is  a  matter  of  con- 
siderable importance  and  one  which  we  think  will  be  of  benefit  to  the 
Hospital. 

The  only  addition  to  the  permanent  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Hospital, 
during  the  past  year,  consists  in  the  gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  S.  Page,  of 
$3,000.00  in  bonds  of  the  Conneaut  Water  Works,  the  income  to  be  used  in 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  work  in  the  Children's  Ward  of  the  Hospital, 
carried  on  by  the  Kindergarten  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  This 
interesting  and  helpful  service  was  first  organized  and  carried  on  by  Mrs. 
Page  herself:  then  when  she  began  to  spend  the  larger  part  of  her  time  else- 
where, it  was  carried  on  by  Miss  Annie  Ward  until  her  departure  for  Boston, 
when  il  nned  by  Mrs.  George  W.  Crile,  by  whom  it  has  been  con- 

ducted this  year  very  acceptably. 

It  was  with  much  regret  that  we  accepted  the  resignation  of  Miss  Chap- 
man and  Mrs.  Eleanor  Hale  Bolton,  beside  that  of  Miss  Ward,  during  the 
year  past,  all  of  whom  had  been  active  and  useful  members  of  the  Board. 

In  this  connection  1  again  desire  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  keen  interest  and  faithful  constant  work  of  the  various  Committees  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  never  more  conspicuously  displayed  than  during  the 
past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
MANAGERS. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Managers  feel 
assured  that  as  the  months  have  elapsed  they  are  able  to  show  good  progress 
and  that  while  each  new  year  brings  with  it  new  hopes  and  aspirations,  they 
look  forward  to  the  constantly  increasing  demands  of  the  work  without 
hesitation. 

The  dividing  the  members  of  the  Board  into  various  Committees 
has  given  each  a  share  in  the  work  so  that  every  department  of  the  Hospital 
may  receive  such  careful  attention  as  otherwise  would  be  impossible.  The 
reports  of  each  Committee  are  outlined  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board 
thus  giving  opportunity  for  discussion  and  plans  for  improvement  in  any 
department. 

The  Inspection  Committee  has  been  of  great  service  in  looking  after  the 
desired  order  everywhere  and  reporting  the  constantly  needed  supplies  and 
repairs,  endeavoring  in  this  way  to  keep  the  Hospital  throughout  in  condi- 
tion that  shall  merit  no  criticism. 

The  Linen   Supplies  Committee,  whose  work  in  all  its  department 
more  complicated  than  any  other,  report  for  the  past  year  most  satisfactory 
results,  and  fee!  confident  that  for  this  new  year  in  all  the  various  details, 
the  work  will  be  carried  on  much  more  systematically  than  any  previous 
time. 

The  Flowers  and  Entertainment  Committee  have  been  must  gener- 
ously assisted  by  donations  of  plants  and  flowers,  and.  while  at  times  dis- 
couraged in  the  case  of  the  larger  plants  used  for  the  decoration  of  halls  and 
sun  rooms,  are  hoping  for  better  results  in  the  future. 

Much  disappointment  came  as  to  the  preparations  for  Christmas  Enter- 
tainments from  the  unfortunate  sudden  illness  among  the  children  for  whom 
those  festivities  are  most  specially  designed.  However,  so  far  as  possible 
both  for  patients  and  employees,  the  day  was  made  a  truly  enjoyable  one. 

The  Library  Committee  report  increasing  interest  in  their  work,  shown 
by  liberal  donations  of  books  and  regular  monthly  and  weekly  magazines 
and  papers. 

The  clerical  visits  of  the  Revs.  Mckenzie.  Mueller  and  Williamson,  have 

hern  greatly  appreciated  by  the  patients,  and  it  is  with  many  regrets  that  the 

tit  of  leaving  the  city,  will  deprive  the  Hospital  of  the  future  attendance 

"!     Rev.    McKcnzie.      His    successor    ha-    already    been    secured,    since    such 

visits  are  found  essential  to  the  comfort  of  many  patient-.

The  Visiting  and  Relief  Committee  have  been  vigilant  in  the  work 
which  falls  into  their  hands,  and  while  it  is  their  endeavor  to  look  to  the 
comfort  of  the  patients  and  also  to  listen  to  complaints  of  any  kind,  the  last, 
much  to  their  gratification,  have  been  few  and  far  between.  Calls  for  relief 
have  been  carefully  looked  after,  and  a  few  cases  have  come  to  their  notice 
which  have  been  of  peculiar  interest,  calling  for  sympathy  in  great  misfor- 
tune, as  well  as  help  in  other  ways. 

The  Kindergarten  Committee  find  great  satisfaction  in  their  work,  since 
the  willing  hands  of  the  different  Kindergarten  teachers  have  made  possible 
a  daily  exercise  in  the  Children's  Ward.  The  yearly  donation  of  Mrs. 
Page  and  numerous  others  have  supplied  much  of  the  needed  books  and  other 
requisites. 

The  report  of  the  Training  School  Committee  will  appear  elsewhere. 

Acting  upon  a  desire  to  gather  and  preserve,  so  far  as  possible,  the 
history  and  records  of  Lakeside  Hospital  from  its  inception,  a  special  com- 
mittee, named  the  Record  Committee,  has  been  appointed,  of  which  Mrs. 
P.  M.  Hitchcock  is  the  chairman,  and  it  is  urgently  requested  that  anyone 
having  possession  of  knowledge  of  anything  of  interest,  especially  as  to  the 
earlier  days  of  the  Hospital,  will  kindly  inform  or  send  such  material  to  the 
chairman,  since  it  is  found  to  be  a  difficult  task  to  gather  material  for  the 
complete  history,  which  is  much  desired. 

The  Board  of  Managers  as  a  whole,  and  each  of  the  various  Committees 
again  express  their  great  appreciation  of  the  unremitting  cooperation  of  the 
Superintendent,  in  all  efforts  for  the  betterment  or  furtherance  of  the  work 
of  the  Hospital,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  all  other  employees  as  to  the 
carrying  out  any  new  plans  or  arrangements.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  January  16,  1905. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital : 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  present  for  your  consideration  the  thirty-eighth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31st. 
1904. 

The  operations  of  the  Hospital  during  the'  year  of  1904  have  been  un- 
eventful. The  demands  upon  the  Hospital  for  service  were  less  this  year 
than  in  1903.  This  was  doubtless  due  to  the  fact  that  the  health  of  the  city 
was  unusually  good,  and  that  no  serious  epidemic  prevailed  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  days  of  Hospital  treatment  have  been  as  follows :  Janu- 
ary 4.706.  February  5.306,  March  6.029.  April  5.931.  May  5.638.  June  5,053, 
July,  4.851.  August,  4,547,  September  4.409.  October  4.323.  November 
4.907,  December  5,110,  making  a  total  of  60.810  days.  Free  treatment  was 
conferred  upon  61%  of  all  patients  admitted  to  the  open  wards. 

The  average  daily  attendance  was  130  in  the  open  wards  and  39  in  the 
private   wards. 

The   demands   upon   the   dispensary    for   service   have   been    somewhat 

greater   than    in   previous  years.      The  total   number   of   visits   made   were 

30.159:  of  this  number  7.532  were  new  cases.     There  were  [3,596  prescrip- 

-  written,  and  8,062  surgical  dressings  done.     The  per  capita  cost  per 

patient  treated  in  the  dispensary  was  eight  and  one-fifth  cents   ($0.08  1-5  1.

School  for  Nurses  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1904.

During  the  year  about  the  average  number  of  patients  have  been  ad- 
mitted, but  the  demands  upon  the  nursing  force  have  not  been  so  heavy, 
perhaps  owing  to  the  fact  that  fewer  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  ad- 
mitted, and  the  cases  admitted  have  been  of  a  milder  type  than  last  year. 

The  course  of  instruction  for  the  year  has  been  carefully  carried  out. 
the  doctors  as  usual  showing  most  kindly  interest  and  giving  their  valuable 
time  unsparingly. 

The  preliminary  course  of  instruction  for  the  probationers,  and  the 
clinical  course  for  the  second  year  nurses,  mentioned  in  our  last  report,  have 
proved  satisfactory  in  every  way,  and  in  adopting  the  two  new  methods  of 
instruction,  we  feel  that  we  have  taken  a  wise  step  in  advance. 

The  general  health  of  the  pupils  of  the  School  during  the  year  has  been 
excellent.  The  greater  part  of  the  illness  among  the  pupils  was  of  a  con- 
tagious nature,  possibly  due  to  the  fact  that  our  children's  ward  is  a  part  of 
the  general  Hospital.
